WILMINGTON - Taking the 
MCAS exam can feel to some high 
school sophomores like they’re 
going up against the Boxing 
Heavyweight Champion of the 
World. Wilmington High School 
administrators know this, so they 
lured to their school the current 
WBA World Heavyweight 

, Champion John Ruiz, who has 
* faced his own MCAS-like demons in 

The now-famous boxer from 
Chelsea, Massachusetts spoke to 
Wilmington sophomores on 
‘Tuesday, May 8, in hopes that he 
could motivate them before they 
took the test that will essentially 
determine whether or not they 
graduate from high school. 

“He was very generous with his 
time, and he was a real gentle- 
man,” says Wilmington High 
School Principal Edward Woods. 
“His message was right on target. 
He talked of his own trials and 
tribulations. He also talked about 
his new celebrity status and how 
‘the hurdles he faced only made him 


better. 

* Ruiz captured the WBA world 
heavyweight title in Las Vegas on 
March 3, when he beat Evander 
Holyfield by an unanimous deci- 
jsfon. In doing so, he became the 
‘first Latino to claim the heavy- 


‘Weight belt. The March rematch 
followed a fight last August, in 
which many people felt that Ruis 
.*was robbed” when judges awarded 
the title to Holyfield instead. (The 
tt had awarded Holyfield his 
title.) 


Ruiz, known as “The Quiet Man” 
in the ring, was honest with 
Wilmington sophomores, who 
jabbed him with questions about 
his boxing career. One student 
asked Ruiz if he plans to fight Mike 


Tyson any time soon,

Counsel, Alan Altman has 
announced that he will be officially 
retiring on June 30. 

“My wife and I have decided that 
it is time for us to smell the roses, 
God willing,” said Altman in a let- 
ter addressed to the selectmen. 

Altman has assured the board 
that, if necessary, he will remain in 
his position beyond June 30 if his 
replacement is yet to be selected. 

Said Altman, “Because of the 
number of cases that are pending 
in the various courts and adminis- 
trative agencies, the transition peri- 
od may be extended so that I rec- 
ommend a period from at least July 
1 through September 30 to be con- 
sidered for an orderly transfer of 
representation of the Town.” 

At one point during the meeting, 
while the board was approving 
Town Manager Michael Caira’s 
appointments to various positions 
throughout town, Selectman 
Michael Newhouse indicated that 
he intends to seek the appointment

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Population boom 
spurs precinct shifts

WILMINGTON - With a 21% jump 
in the population of Wilmington 
since 1990, some precincts in town 
have experienced a growing pain or 
two. 

‘To adjust to the boom, Town Clerk 
Kay Scanlon addressed the Board 
of Selectmen at its May 14 meeting 
and proposed that certain shifts 
take place within the community's 
six precincts. Attending the meet- 
ing with Town Clerk Scanlon were 
Chairman Edward Sousa, Barbara 
Buck and Alice Hooper, all mem- 
bers on her Board of Registrars. 

According to state law, a precinct 
may not consist of more than 4,000 
residents. In the time since the 
census was taken in 1990, Precinct 
One in Wilmington surpassed that 
number, creating a need for an 
adjustment in the wake of the 2000 
census. 

Currently, the precincts’ popula- 
tions are as follows. Precinct One 
has 4,250 residents; Two has 3,798; 


Three, 3,616; Four, 3,357; Five, 3,309; 
and Six has 3,449.

JOINT 
OWNERSHIP? 


No matter how much spouses love each 
other, joint ownership of property can be a 
big mistake when it comes to estate taxes. 

When one partner dies, the jointly 
owned property passes directly to the sur- 
viving owner. No tax is due on the trans 
fer to a spouse. But neither has the first 
owner made use of his or her estate-tax- 
exempt amount, the $675,000 that can be 
bequeathed free of taxes to anyone 
else-their children, perhaps. With the 
death of the first spouse. all the jointly- 
held property is in the name of the surviv- 
ing spouse who can then leave only 
$675,000 free of estate taxes-not the $1.3 
million they could have sheltered together. 

If the desire is to protect the surviving 
spouse, the first-to-die’s tax-exempt 
amount can go into a trust to be used for 
his or her benefit. the remaining assets 
going to others. 

Another reason not to own jointly: if one 
partner is subject to liability as a profes- 
sional or business owner

Mico Kaufman was born in Ro- 
mania and survived the concentra- 
tion camps of World War Il. He 
studied in Romeand then emigrated 
to the US where his work has be- 
come celebrated. In Tewksbury, 
Kaufman has four major public 
sculptures including the Helen 
Keller and Annie Sullivan work 
entitled “Water” in front of the 
Tewksbury Town Hall; the 
“Wamesit Indian” on Main Street, 
the firefighters’ “Muster” at the 
South Fire Station, and “Touching 


Souls” at the Tewksbury United 
Methodist Church at the corner of 
Main and South Streets. 

Kaufman works in clay, bronze, 
pewter, silver and plastics. He is 
listed in Who's Who in the Arts of 
America. In addition to his sculp- 
tures, he has created numerous 
commemorative medallions as well 
as presidential coins. 

The Friends of the Library, a 
non-profit organization that pro- 
vides financial support to 


Tewksbury’s Public Library, spon- 
sors fund raising events through- 
out the year. 


Most experienced “birders” will 
agree that the eastern bluebird is 
high up on everyone's list of “most 
beautiful birds.” See page 221 in 
Peterson’s Eastern Birds, or any 
other good field guide. 

In 40 years here in Wilmington I 
have never seen an eastern blue- 
bird in our town. Although this bird 
is fairly common westerly of here, 
especially inthe Groton/ Dunstable/ 
Littleton/ Harvard areas where 
there are still some open spaces 
Most of the Merrimack Valley is 
now too developed to support this 
country loving bird. Which leads 
me to a call I received early in May 
from Dawn Rogers and her friend 
Shirley Orsula of Tewksbury. 

In Dawn's backyard just off 
Shawsheen Avenue they had spot- 
ted a pair of bluebirds coming in 
and out of her yard most mornings 
and sometimes afternoons. I was 
more than a little surprised at this 
since I am aware that this beautiful 
little bird, a little larger than a 
robin, is very rarely seen in 
Tewksbury. I quizzed Dawn, think- 
ing about the possibility she might 
be mistaken. It was soon apparent 
from her answers that Dawn and 
her friend Shirley were experienced 
bird watchers.

last week, carrying my Pentax K 
1000 equipped with a 200 mm lens. 
Luck was with me when, after a 20 
minute wait, the male bluebird flew 
into the yard and landed on a 
clothesline pole. The bird was about 
35 feet away, and even with a mid 
sized scope, I couldn't get a good 
close-up photo. I was reluctant to 
try moving closer, fearing that the 
bluebird would fly off and that would 
be the end of it. I was able to get a 
half dozen photos, one of which 
appears on page 1. It is not known 
yet if this bird and his mate are 
nesting in, or close to, the Rogers 
back yard ‘ 

This, along with the European 
goldfinch I observed six weeks ago, 
have to be my favorite unusual 
sightings the winter/ spring of '00 
and ‘01 

Other phone calls received re- 
cently included one from Willard 
Swan of Middlesex Avenue in 
Wilmington about mid April. Mr. 
Swan reported that a cedar wax- 
wing had flown into a window, and 
was lying on the ground, obviously 
stunned. He asked if there was any- 
thing he could do to help it recover. 
My response was that the only thing 
he might want to do would be to put 
the bird into a container and move

Thousands of birds are killed 
each year from window collisions, 
yet many more are simply stunned 
and, with the passage of a few 
minutes, “come to” and fly off. Hope- 
fully, Willard’s cedar waxwing re- 
gained its senses and flew away. 

Early in April, Mrs. Rubino of 
Wilmington called with a question. 
[As an aside, I bump into Mrs. 
Rubino at the high school softball 
games occasionally, since her 
daughter Jackie is the stellar 
catcher on this year’s outstanding 
team.] Mrs. R’s question was -isn’t 
it unusual ‘to ‘see a dozen or so 
cardinals in her yard at the same 
time? Usually yes, but it can hap- 
pen late March-early April before 
the mating and nesting season be- 
gins. The extended cardinal fami- 
lies will gather together before the 
older adult birds chase the juve- 
niles off to establish new territo- 
ries. I've seen this happen in early 
April, but never a dozen at one 
time. 

About mid April, Arlene Tendyke 
of Hathaway Road called to report 
seeing a yellow shafted flicker in 
her yard. Like clockwork, these 
large, ant eating woodpeckers ar- 
rive back in our yardsearly in April 
as soon as the ants become active.

They can be identified as they fly 
away by a silver dollar sized 
circle in the middle of their backs. 
Arlene's bird was the first flicker 
report I received this spring. 

Barbara Divita of Lockwood 
Road in Wilmington phoned to 
she thought she had seen a cot 
of barn swallows in her yard. This, 
she said, was a smallish, dark bird, 
with a forked tail. Barn swallows 
used to be common in Wilmingtoh 
and Tewksbury, but have become 
quite uncommon as the barns have 
slowly disappeared from our towns. 
When Barbara mentioned that her 
birds appeared to be building test 
under thé overhang of a roof; I'told 
her what she more likely was see- 
ing was a pair of eastern phoebes, 
which are often mistaken for barn 
or tree swallows. 

Eastern phoebes are noted for 
their ability to build nests under thé 
edges of gutters and overhangs. 

Finally, weexactly matched last 
year’s inventory of species this win- 
ter, at 25. I want to thank the 
dozens of Wilmington a 
Tewksbury folks who checked in 
with me over the last six months. 
I’ve met a lot of great, friendly 
people through this column, andJ 
look forward to starting it all over 
again this September. Have a great 
summer!

“In an ideal world, the contractors 
would be finished before we moved 
in, but there are advantages to 
them still being there,” said Lesser 
“For example, if an issue arises like 
a light switch that doesn’t work, 
then it’s kind of nice to have the 
contractor there, so we can point 
those things out to them.” 

Once the current police station is 
demolished, the contractors will 
return and do landscaping and site 
work there. 

“Weill still be there and working 
on the project for weeks to come,” 


said Lesser. “At the same time, the 
telecommunication seems to be 
working. We’re testing the system, 
and it seems to be working quite 
well.” 

Selectman Scott Garrant asked 
Lessard and Lesser if a grand open- 
ing for the public was planned. 
Town Manager Michael Caira field- 
ed the question, saying that such a 
tour would hopefully take place in a 
similar fashion to how the new 
Middle School on Carter Lane was 
presented last September. 

“We'll probably have an opening 
after the existing police station is 
demolished and we'll have the kind 
of parking that we think we'll 
need,” said Town Manager Caira 
“We're probably looking at later in 
the summer or fall.”

Keeping 
those 
pets in 
line 


TEWKSBURY/WILMINGTON- 
Postmasters Kathleen M. Goodson, 
Tewksbury and James R. Quinn, 
Wilmington, have called for the 
cooperation of dog owners in keep- 
ing their petsrestrained during mail 
delivery times. 

“Last year, 2,721 letter carriers 
nationwide were attacked and in- 
jured by dogs,” they said. 

They made their plea for respon- 
sible pet ownership as part of Na- 
tional Dog Bite Prevention Week 
(May 20-26) but said it is a year 
round concern. 

“You can help protect your let- 
ter carrier, meter reader or néws- 
paper delivery person by making 
sure your pet is properly restrained 
or confined,” they said. “Don’t think 
your fence is the only answer, espe- 
cially if a letter carrier or delivery 
person has to enter your yard. 
Please make sure you pet is prop- 
erly restrained so we can safely 
deliver your mail,” they said. 

They said the Postal Service is 
not anti-dog, but pro-responsibil- 
ity. “If your dog attacks a letter 
carrier, you can be held liable for 
allmedical expenses and other cost. 
You can avoid this liability by prop- 
erly restraining your pet. Help our 
letter carriers deliver safely for 
you,” they said. 

To be a responsible pet owner, 
they suggested: 

-When your letter carrier comes 
to your home, keep your dog inside, 
away from the door, in another 
room or on a leash. Don’t allow 
your dog to bark, jump up against 
the door, or bite the mail as it 
comes through the mail slot; this 
will only: teach your dog to attack 
the letter carrier. 

- Don’t let your child take mail 
from the letter carrier in the pres- 
ence of your dog. Your dog’s in- 
stinct is to protect the family. 

- Obedience training can reach 
your dog proper behavior and help 
you control your dog in any situa- 
tion. 

- Spay or neuter your dog - 
unneutered dogs are more likely to 
bite.

He organized the team’s 
bats. One by one, he positioned 
the bats just so with the big ends 
pointing to the ground and the 
handles leaning against the in- 
side of the dugouts. 

Hackett got a hit in his first 
at bat. Being a true baseball player 
and being a little on the supersti- 
tious side, Hackett decided to or- 
ganize the bats before his second 
at-bat. Sure enough, he got an- 
other hit. 

Thesenior utility player fin- 
ished the day 3-for-3 and he’s never 
finished arranging the bats. 

“T hate it but I can’t help it,” 
says Hackett. “Before every at- 
bat I have to organize the bats. 
It’s just something I have to do.” 

The way Hackett has been 
hitting this season, the rest of the 
Wildcats have been letting No. 25 
do whatever he wants before he 
steps to the dish. Hackett is lead- 
ing the Wildcats and the Cape 
Ann League with a blistering .618 
batting average, which is actu- 


ally down from his early-season 
peak of over .700, when he was 
leading the entire state in hitting. 

“It was just getting crazy,” 
says Hackett. “Ilooked at the (Bos- 
ton) Globe one day and there my 
name was on top of the list for 
batting averages. It was just get- 
ting out of control.” 

The pressure of keeping such 
an unrealistic batting average got 
to him the next couple games. He 
went 0-for-4 against division-lead- 
ing Masconomet and 1-for-4 against 
Amesbury on Saturday before 
bumping the average back up to 
.618 with a 2-for-3 showing against 
Georgetown on Tuesday. 

“I'm just trying to keep the 
whole average thing out of my 
mind,” says Hackett, who batted 
inthe No. 2spot Tuesday. “I’m just 
trying to think about getting hits 
for the team. It was getting really 
frustrating there those last two 
games. I was just thinking about 
way too much. Today Ikinda broke 
out of it, I just hope we can keep it 
going as a team.” 

To make Hackett’s red-hot 
hitting more remarkable, the:se- 
nior didn’t even play on the varsity 
team last season. A lower back 
strain kept Hackett off the dia- 
mond until the middle of the sea- 
son last year. By the time he came 


back, all the spots were filled and 
he spent the rest of the season 
playing with the junior varsity 
team. 

Even in the beginning of this 
season, Hackett sat in the home- 
opener against Tewksbury High 
and he batted in the ninth slot 
against Lynnfield in the second 
home game. Inthe Lynnfield game, 
he went 1-for-1 with a walk before 
he was pulled after a Wildcat pitch- 
ing change. 

That all changed after 
Hackett went 7-for-8 in his first 
four home games and started get- 
ting on base all the time. Now if ie 
could just find a home out in the 
field. The Wildcats coaching staff 
have used Hackett at five different 
positions this season, but he says 
he hopes to be a regular in leftfield 
by the time the playoffs begin. 

“We have a very solid infield 
so I think we're all set there,” says

‘Cats rebound with two 
wins after ugly loss

The game of high school softball 
is all about momentum. The Wilm- 
ington High team certainly found 
that out this week 

On Wednesday afternoon the 
‘Cats were ahead 6-0 to a weaker 
Manchester team. Head coach Paul 
Lyman lifted some of his starters in 
the sixth inning including pitcher 
Katelyn Sughrue. Manchester sud- 
denly gained some momentum when 
four batters walked and another hit 
a triple and somehow they man- 
aged to beat the 'Cats, 7-6, in 8 
innings.

"I take the blame for the 
Manchester loss," said coach Paul 
Lyman, who won his 178th game as 
a Wildcat coach on Sunday.

Maybe it has brought us 
back down to Earth knowing that 
any team can beat us on any given 
day." 

Since the loss to Manchester, 
Wilmington has won two games by 
a combined score of 38-3. The 'Cats 
handed Rockport, an 32-0 (that's 
not a misprint) defeat on Thursday 
as the opposition was that bad that 
Wilmington truly wasn't trying to 
run up the score. On Sunday night, 
the 'Cats beat Tewksbury, 6-3. 

"This is as well as we've hit the 


ball all season," said Lyman of the 
10-hit attack against all-scholastic 
pitcher Amy Von Kahle. "The dif- 
ference in the game was we hit the 
ball - and even when we didn't get 
on base, we were hitting the ball 
very hard right at people." 
Wilmington's short game of 
bunting and slapping surely paid 
off, while their defense was flaw- 
less and Lyman's strategies com- 
ing in also paid off. Wilmington 
successfully reached base four 
times on slaps/bunts, while, they 
also had three sacrifice bunts. The 
bunts and slaps led to all six runs. 
The defense was also nearly per- 
fect.

Office park in 


Stoneham 

“A joint session of the Board of 
Selectmen and Planning Board 
approved the Gutierrez 
Company’s plans to build an 
office park on the 42-acre for- 
mer hospital site on Woodland 
Road,” notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“All Selectmen were present 
at the meeting, and they voted 
unanimously for site plan 
approval, 

“For certain uses (research, 
restaurant, and parking), set- 
backs and 80-foot building 
height, Gutierrez needed special 
permit approval from the 
Planning Board. Planning 
Board members Gus 
Niewenhous, Frank Federico, 
Kevin Dolan, and Stephen 
Catalano were present. They 
voted unanimously to grant the 
special permit. 

“Both approvals were made 
contingent on several condi- 
tions: a light will be constructed 
at South Street and Main Street; 
drainage from the site will be 
connected by a pipe to the 
drainage system on Ravine 
Road; no biological research 
will be conducted on site; haul- 
ing of construction materials on 
and off tke site will occur 
between 8 a.m. and 3 p.m.; exca- 
vated stone materials will be 
ground on the site and reused 
when possible; upon request, 
everyone within 1,200 feet will 
be given a schedule of blasting; 
and the Town, the MDC - which 
owns most of the surrounding 
roads - and developer will work 
together to implement a plan of 
area traffic improvements 
scheduled to take effect as the 
project progresses and subject 
to alterations based on monitor- 


“Many neighbors present 
were worried about traffic safe- 
ty and drainage issues. Some 
said the project was toc big for 
the area and a threat to the 
environment. 

“But Catalano summed up 
the position of the boards: 
‘We’re not here to decide 
between trees or buildings. The 
‘Town approved a zoning change 
just for this project. There are 
going to be buildings’ 

“The major question remain- 
ing was what would be built. 
The answer is now official - an 
office park. But questions 
remain about the details...” 


Land swap in 
Tewksbury 


“At its meeting, the Board of 
Selectmen visited the topic of 
affordable housing,” notes the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier.” 


“Attorney Richard O'Neill, 
representing his client Wamesit 
Village Limited Partnership, 
explained the proposal. Attorney 
O'Neill requested that the board 
endorse an application for a 
comprehensive permit for the 
construction of subsidized low or 
moderate-income housing.

agreement is to swap the front 
parcel of land that Wamesit 
Village owns with the rear par- 
cel of land that Crest Dealership 
owns. 

“O'Neill said that the swap 
would provide Wamesit with a 
better site for its apartment 
building. Wamesit would now 


build the apartment building 
behind Crest Dealership, instead 
of along Main Street. He contin- 
ued to say that the new location 
would provide a more residen- 
tial setting. In addition, Crest 
Dealership would have their 
access on Main Street and not 
through the residential section 
along Rogers Street. 

“Under the regulations, the 
board needs to determine if it 
will support the program under 
the Local Initiative Petition and 
Attorney O'Neill said that they 
will work with the Board of 
Appeals and the town to develop 
this. O’Neill said that the 
Tewksbury Affordable Housing 
Committee endorsed the plan 
and has given its support. He 
also said that by endorsing the 
LIP plan, the town would have 
more control over the develop- 
ment. 

“Dick Cuoco, of Cuoco & 
Cormier, discussed the technical 
aspects of the project. He said 
that the buildings would be 
townhouse-styled, as opposed to 
the taller garden-style building 
that was previously approved by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. In 
addition, the units will have 
garages. 

“Sewers will be accessed 
through Secore Way. Mr. Cuoco 
said that the pump station has 
been sized to handle the devel- 
opment. There are wetlands on 
the site and a Notice of Intent 
will be filed with the 
Conservation Commission. In 
addition, the site will have its 
own access and is designed so 
that no one can cut through it.

“In what turned out to be a 
compromise, the City Council's 
Ordinance Committee has 
endorsed a shorter parking ban 
that will last from Nov. 15 to 
March 30,” notes the Woburn 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“The current parking ban 
begins on Nov. 1 and runs 
through April 30.

“The portion of the ordinance 
that allows for only parking on 
the odd-numbered side of the 
street will remain, however. 

“The thinking was that it 
hardly ever snows in early 
November or in April, said City 
Council President Anthony 
Imperioso. ‘Trimming that 
month and a half off the parking 
ban seemed to be the most logi- 
cal thing to do’ 

“Some residents have com- 
plained that preventing parking 
on the even side of the street 
was a hardship and suggested 
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alternating the sides of the 
streets. Police officials argued 
that the ban, which has been in 
effect since 1982, was working 
well and didn’t need to be 
changed. 

“The ordinance change 
required the approval of the full 
council...”

because they need socialization, 
others are ill or need special 
care that a foster home can pro- 
vide.” 

The MSPCA also works hand 
in hand with specialized breed 
rescue groups. 

The majority of animals do 
remain at the shelter, where 
they eagerly wait to be placed in 
a loving forever-home. 

Unfortunately, the sheer vol- 
ime of needy animals leads one 
toa more grim reality. 

“We do have to sometimes 
euthanize an animal for one of a 
variety of reasons,” Towne 
explained. “We're often faced 
with the issue of space, and the 
summer is a prime example of 
that. We try to look at the whole 
picture and unlike many shel- 
ters, we do not believe in hold- 
ing time limitations.” 


Nevins Farm has the capabil- 
ity to house 22 horses, along 
with other animals of the barn- 
yard variety. 

On a fortunate note, the horse 
adoption program has become 
increasingly successful, possibly 
as a result of the horse ambu- 
lance program. 

“We have 3 specialists on our 
staff who provide emergency 
horse ambulance and trans- 
portation service,” said Brock- 
way. She added, “They even 
travel to horse sporting events 
throughout the US and Canada 
and that also helps promote 
adoptions.” 

Thus far, a total of 13 horses 
have been adopted from Nevins 
Farm so far this year. 

Nevins Farm and shelter, 
along with the six other MSPCA 
sites, works one-on-one with 
anyone interested in adopting an 
animal. 

Potential pet owners are 
encouraged to visit the site,

where they can meet and inter- 
act with an animal of specific 
interest. 

“It’s a multi-stage process, 
especially with the larger ani- 
mals, but we try to ensure the 
personalities bond. We conduct 
reference and _ veterinary 
checks, and we also require 
proof of residence,” indicated 


Brockway. 

Once you find your perfect 
pet, the MSPCA asks that you 
make a monetary donation, 
which can be adjusted based on 
an individual's ability to pay. 

Notably, the MSPCA does not 
receive State or Federal funding 
and thus, solely depends on 
donations. 

Anyone interested in provid- 
ing foster care is also urged to 
contact the organization for 
application information. 

“We really encourage anyone 
looking to foster an animal to 
volunteer at our shelter first,” 
said Towne, who cautioned, “It’s 
been an absolute lifesaving pro- 
gram - it’s also one of the hard- 
est volunteer programs we have 
- most people find it very diffi- 
cult to care for an animal and 
then bring it back to the shel- 
ter” 

Nevins Farm is part of the 
SNAP (Spay and Neuter Assis- 
tance Program), which works in 
conjunction with veterinary clin- 
ics throughout Massachusetts. 
An $85 up-front fee will provide 
adopters with a discount on 
rabies and “fixing” costs. 

‘The MSPCA sites are located 
in Methuen, Boston, Martha’s 
Vineyard, Nantucket, Brockton, 
and Centerville.

"Whether it's the twang of 
country, the swing of jazz or the

"In a program entitled, 'The 
Roots of American Music’ that

Swift himself, used a variety of 
instruments and styles demon- 
strating musical diversity. 

"They opened up with a tradi- 
tional song from Ghana, West 
Africa, that featured percussion

and a style of singing named 
‘call and response.’ Kessel 
explained to the students that 
this form of song was an 
exchange to share stories where 
one singer tells another ‘I have 
something to say’ and the other 
singer responds ‘I am listening." 

"When the Africans were sold 
into slavery, they often labored 
long hours in the fields, and they 
developed musical comfort with 
‘work songs’ they sang in 
groups. ‘Work songs were used 
to help people work together and 
to make the work go faster,’ 
Kessel said, adding that work 
songs were one of the first 
examples of original American 
music.... 

"The ‘Roots of American 
Music' carried the students suc- 
cessfully through different eras 
of our country's music while 
pointing out the links between 
songs and history. It also 
showed how styles change. 
"Music is just a language you 
can shift,’ said Swift, launching 
into a hip hop version of 
‘Twinkle, Twinkle Little Star,’ 
much to the delight of the clap- 
ping children. 

"And while it may have taken 
the students a little while to set- 
tle down from Monday's show, 
the program pleased Lauren 
Fusco, who co-chairs the 
school's enrichment committee 
with parent Shari Therrien 
(they are applying for a grant 
from the local Cultural Council 
to fund the presentation). 'We 
wanted something that would 
bring our community - the Birch 
Meadow community - together 
and what better way to do it 
than with music?™
